IVIuCII  time  lias  been  fpent  at 
each  fej&bh  of  aihn.bly  fuice  the 
commencement  of  this  State,  in 
debating  on!  Phe  propriety  of  fuller- 
ing the  holders  of  military  land 
warrants,  grr.nted  tothrnfheers  & 
foldiers  of  the  Virginia  State  and 
continental  line,  for  fervice  ren- 
dered the  United  States  in  the  late 
war  againfi  Britain,  to  enter  thofe 
•warrants  that  are  not  yet  fatisfied 
in  the  referved  military  lands,  as 
it  is  called,  fouth  of  Green  river  ; 
at  the  lafl  feihon  a  bill  palled 
the  Houfc  of  Rtprefentatives  and 
now  lies  on  the  table  of  the  Senate 
for  that  puHpofe. 

As  there  it  a  great  quantity  of 
land  yet  vacant  in  the  referved 
military  land,  and  I  am  convinced 
if  rightly  managed  -will  bring  a 
large  lum  of  money  into  the  trea- 
fury,  fhall  take  the  liberty  of  ma- 
king a  few  obfervations  on  the 
impropriety  of  the  aflembly's  at- 
tempting ro  give  it  away  to  fatisfy 
the  unlocated  military  land  war- 
rants. In  the  tii  It  place  1  lhall 
confider  whether  the  land  nov  va- 
cant in  the  rcfe  •  *d  military  land 
is  the  p-operty  cl  the  officers  and 
foldiers  their  beirsor  affigneto  vm- 
til  their  warrants  are  all' fatisfied, 
as  feme  pretend  to  fay  :  In  an  act 
palled  by  the  Virginia  aflembly  in 
rhe  year  entitled  « An  ad: 

for  eftablifhing  a  Land  Office,  and 
afeertaing  rhe  terms  and  manner 
of  granting  wafte  and  oh  appro- 
priated lands,"  I  find  the  follow* 
ing  words  :  W  Or  in  that  tract  of 
country  referved  by  refolution  of 
the  General  Aflembly  for  the  be- 
nefit of  the  troops  fcrving  in  the 
pi  t  lent  war,  and  bounded  by  the 
Green  river,  &c.  until  the  further 
order  of  the  legiflature."  And  in 
the  compact  enicredinto  between 
this  State  and  the  i.tate  of  Virgi- 
nia in  the  year  ijgp,  fee  to,  Vir- 
ginia cedes  all  vacant  lands  of 
whatever  defcriprion  to  the  irate 
of  Kentucky,  after  the  fh  ft  day  of 
May  1 791  j  how  then  have 'the 
holders  of  military  land  warrant! 
t'.ie  lead  >'h?.acw  of  right  to  that 
particular  _  tract  of  country,  as 
Virginia  kept  the  difaogal  of 
the  'and  In  her  pow  er  at  t!ie  time 
ihe  made  the  reierve,  that  jCrlght 
be  vacant  at  any  time  me  mould 
think  proper  to  make  fuch  difpoli- 
tion,  and  flic  hai  difpofrd  of  it  to 
Kentucky:  1  cannot  fee  wherein 
the  holders  of  thofe  unlocated  war- 
rants have  any  juit  caufe  of  com- 
plaint agaitut  Virginia,  as  they 
had  fufficient  notice  of  her  inteu- 
tion  of  difpoling  of  the  vacant 
land  to  Kentucky,  it  was  known 
from  the  year  1785  to  1792,  much 
lel>  againii:  Kentucky  who  claims 
only  that  which  is  her  own  only  by 
an  actual  pur  chafe  from  Virginia, 
by  paying  part  of  her  domeftk 
debt;  bad  Virginia  referved  tha: 
land  w  ithout  limitation,  or  if  /he 
had  no:  a  light  to  limit  the  time 
of  entering  he  military  land  war- 
rants, great  part  of  that  country 
mud  hrwe  remained  ufelcfs,  as 
the  whole  of  the  warrants  might 
not  be  located  during  th«  prefent 
age.  If  Virginia  35  bound  to  fa- 
tisfy thofe  warrants,  the  holders 
thereof  ha-e their  recourfe,  and  if 
that  particular  referved  tract  of 
country  belongs  to  them,  why  do 
rhcy  not  pi  o-ced  and  enter  their 
v  art  awa  !  there  is  no  force  made 
ufe  of  by  Kentucky  to  prevent 
fcbem,  and  if  there  was  they  have 
their  remedy  j  but  I  am  perfuad- 
ed  that  they  are  convinced  they 
fore  no  jult  claim  to  that  tract  of 
cyuntry  ;  for  no  man  in  his  fenfes 
will  fay  that  he  has  a  title  ro  a 
particular,  fpor  of  land  becaufc  he 
holdt  an  onloeated  land  warrant, 
it  he  contends  that  he  has,  I 
WO«ld  aflc  w  here  it  lies,  jg  it  unon 
i>ig  bandit,  hrd  nver,  or  elfe- 
where  t  Then  giving  up  all  pre- 
tention-; of  claiming  it  by  ri">ht, 
iet  ns  enquire  with  what  proprie- 
ty they  can  call  on  Kentucky  to 


fumifli  land  to  make  up  the  defi- 
ciency, or  what  right  the  afleinr 
bly  has  to  give  the  propery  of 
their  conlliluents  to  any  individu- 
al or  description  of  individual*, 
but  in  coniideration  of  public 
fervie'e  rendered  rhe  State  j  if  the 
holders  of  military  land  war- 
rants are  injured,  it  is  not  by  Ken- 
tucky, (he  never  contracted  with 
them,  and  is  it  reafonabte  or  juit 
that  the  mould  pay  the  debt  or 
make  good  the  promife  of  any 
other  State  f  It  is  urged  as  a  rea- 
fon  w  hy  they  ihould  be  permitted 
to  loca-.e  their  warrants,  tint  there 
was  a  Hop  put  to  locating,  by 
Congrefs,  and  therefore  they  could 
not  enter  before  the  time  limited 
expired.  .This  appe  i;  s  fume:  lung 
ftrange,  Congrefs  might  have  pre- 
vented their  entering  in  the  re- 
ferved lauds  North  Weft  of  the 
Ohio,  until  it  was  known  whether 
all  the  lands  fit  for  cultivation 
was  taken  in  the  referved  lauds 
South  of  the  Green  river,  but  how 
or  why  Congref;  mould  prevent 
entries  from  being  made  in  the 
laft  mentioned  traci  of  coin 
a  fecret  1  have  never,  yet  b 
to  learn,  as  the  lam!  was  th<  ] 
perty  of  Virginia  and  not 
greli  ;  and  if  it  was  1 . 
of  the  hol.iers  of  military 
rants,  neither  could  have  •  A 
ed  them  from  proceeding  ii  : 
bufinefs-;  and  admitting  it  to  be 
true  that  they  were  not  ail 
to  locate  for  feme  time,  yet  . . 
was  fnificient  time  to  have  ma  La 
their  entries,  from  the  intention 
of  Virginia  was  firft  known  of 
gi.  ing  that  laud  to  Kentucky  until 
the  time  limited  for  locating  ex- 
pired. At  the  time  the  act  of  fe- 
puration  palled  in  1789,  feveral  of 
the  holders  ot  military  land  war- 
rants that  had  been  otficeis  in  the 
army  were  members  of  the  stiem- 
bly,  and  a  number  more  were  then 
in  Richmond,  and  made  no  objec- 
tion to  the  time  limited  for  enter- 
ing, nay,  one  of  them  propofed  the 
time  hinifelf.  U  it  not  more  rea- 
fonablcthat  thofe  claimants  fhonld 
apply  to  Congrefs  to  tuinifii  land 
to  fatisfy  their  unlocated  wan  ants, 
as  tiieir  claim  is  for  fervice  ren- 
dered the  United  States  ,  Kentuc- 
ky will  do  very  well  if  ihe  can  pay 
the  debts  of  her  own  contracting. 
If  this  State  was  to  undertake  to 
fat  isfy  the  unlocated  military  land 
warrants,  why  not  treaftny  land 
warrants,  as  in  many  initsnces  ,'he 
Holders  of  the  former  paid  a  very 
trifle  for  them  by  taking  the  ad"- 
vantage  of  the  necenttous  ofkeer 
and  foldicr  whole  meritorious  fer- 
vices  are  now  made  a  plea  to 
recover  that  which  perhaps  was 
fraudulently  obtained,  whiHt  a 
confide  rat  ion  was  paid  to  Viro-i- 
nia  for  the  latter,  and  thofe  trea- 
fury  warrants  were  generally  in- 
tended by  the  holder  to  be  located 
in  Kentucky.  Thofe  who  are  op- 
pofed  to  give  away  that  valuable 
property  of  the  citizens  of  Ken- 
tucky,  are  called  illiberal,  robbers 
&c.  by  thofe  on  the  other  iidc  ;  I 
would  alk  who  are  the  gveateft 
robbers,  thofe  who  are  avetfe  to 
the  g,'"''!?  away  property  they 
pordhafed  and  defended  by  tiieir 
blood  and  treafure,  without  a 
compenfalion  made  immediately 
therefor,  or  thofe  who  w  dl  plun- 
der their  country  under  the  noti- 
on of  liberality,  to  fatisfy  a  debt 
or  promife  of  Y  irginia,  or  perhaps 
only  to  fatten  a  certain  rlais  of 
men  called  fprr  ul  uors,  who  have 
never  rendered  any  fervice  theie- 
f'or ;  and  the  gholts  of  the  de- 
parted heroes  ;ue  oftened  called 
ujwn  by  thofe  men  either  to  fi  igh- 
ten  or  cozen  Kentucky  out  of  her 
land,  r.s  the  poor  lhldier  has 
been  in  many  inltances.
